Find Four Alive 


Fear 44 Lost 
In Shipwreck 


KETCHIKAN, Alaska, Nov. 26.— 

(AP)—The Coast Guard reported 
today it had found four men alive 
and three dead on the bow of the 
army transport Clarksdale Victory, 
which was smashed on the ,rocky 
beach of Hippa Island. 
CAPT. NIELS HAUGEN, com- 
mandant, said the searching party 
did not report finding any trace of 
the other 44 crew members of the 
ship and prospects of their sur- 
vival “don't look very good.” 

He said combing of the beach 
and the wooded section of the rug- 
ged little island had failed to dis- 
close any trace of survivors ashore, 
despite aerial observers reports 
that they sighted three men on the 
beach yesterday. 

Two Coast Guard planes early 
yesterday sighted what appeared to 
be three survivors and dropped 
medical and other supplies, Only 
the bow section of the battered 
10,850-ton ship which went aground 
Monday night remained on the 
beach.

Of Gold, Uranium Operations 


Canada, US. Officials 
Plan Northwest Tour

What is expected to be one of the largest — if not the 
largest — parties of Canadian and United States officialdom 
to ever visit the Canadian north will assemble in Edmonton 
Dec. 5 before embarking by air to make a conducted tour of 
gold and uranium operations in the North West Territories.

PARIS, Nov. 26.—(BUP)

Lunacy-Drew 


OTTAWA, Nov. 26.—(CP)—Pre- 
mier Drew of Ontario, describing 
the government's “austerity” pro- 
gram as “plain economic lunacy,” 
called yesterday for dollar revalu- 
ation to head off “the most danger- 
ous inflation in Canada’s history.”

“What has happened during the 
past week should remove any doubt 
that we had the best of reasons for 
refusing to submit to the arbitrary 
terms put forward by the Dominion 
government, and by so doing, place 
Ontario’s economy in the hands of 
an irresponsible ‘brain trust.’

Panic-Buying 

Hon. Douglas Abbott must wonder if he 
did not somewhat over-estimate the readi- 
ness of Canadians to refrain from rocking 
the boat. He has had to reimpose ceilings 
on some kinds of canned fruits and vege- 
tables, end set mark-ups on these com- 
modities in the fresh form. He had said he 
did not think such paternal action would be 
necessary. 

Stores in Toronto had to adopt rationing 
on their own account because greedy buyers 
were grabbing all the vegetables and fruits 
they could get, regardless of the needs of 
other people an* the effect on the supply and 
price situations. The hoarding was doubt- 
less instigated by a statement issued by 
local wholesalers saying that the prices of 
these foods would go up 50 per cent. Pro- 
ducer organizations promptly denounced this 
prediction, but quite a percentage of people 
always prefer to believe that the worst is 
going to happen. 

The jittery buyers of course did the 
utmost they could do to create the conditions 
they did not want to come about. Panic-

Most people in Alberta will sympathize | 


with and endorse the protest of the Red 
Deer Branch of the Canadian Legion against 
the possibility of a Hutterite settlement 


being established in or near that community. 


Canadian Alberta has no objection to 
Hutterites individually. As near as can be 
learned, they are excellent people, indus- 
trious, moral and well-behaved. But the 
principle of establishing colonies of any kinds 
of racial groups in any part of Canada is 


repugnant to the principles upon which this 


country is founded. 

Settlers from other countries, so long as 
they can satisfy immigration requirements, 
are welcome in Canada if they come here 
with the intention of becoming Canadians in 
thought, culture and language. 

But no immigrant can possibly become 
e Canadian in any real respect if he huddles 
together with his kind in an isolated com- 
munity and, instead of learning Canadian 
customs and Canadian habits and the 


Canadian language, seeks to perpetuate the | 


practices and traditions of his homeland. 

That is Ceneda. And it is an iniquity to 
try to transplant bits of foreign lands into 
its soil. 

Settlers who are not prepared to live as 
Canadians, think as Canadians and speak as 
Canadians, in full and free communication 
with other Canadians, should not stay in 
Canada. They are not welcome here.

BERLIN, Nov. 26—(AP)—Recent 
American intelligence reports say 
that the Communist party in West- 
ern Germany, acting on instruc-| 
ions from Moscow, is making pre- 
parations for underground activity | 
in the British and United States 
occupation zones in the event it 
should be outlawed as a result of 


strained relations between the east 


and west 

Although the United States mili- 
tary government has made no move 
to limit the freedom of the German 
Communist party (KPD), the intel- 
ligence reports said that “KPD 


anticipates” outlawing if the strain 


continues and if Germany is perma- 
nently partitioned because of the 
failure of the Russians and the 
western powers to agree on uni- 
fication 

With this in view, these reports 
say, the Communists are intensi- 
fying their efforts to infiltrate into 
labor unions and “al] manner of 
including local 
food and dairy co-operatives as 
well as factory groups.”

'Birds Tagged 
To Make Study 
Of Migration 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—(AP) 
—United States biologists tagged 
more than 6,000 ducks and geese 
in Canada this year in an effort 
to chart migratory habits and halt 
a population decline. 

Cetil Williams of the fish and 
wildlife survey said this is the 
most extensive effort yet made 
to obtain duck data in the breed- 
ing grounds of the far north. 
LAKE NEWELL, Alta, 
some of the banding was accom- 
plished, Williams said yesterday, 
through use of an airplane which 
gradually herded flocks of ducks 
and geese toward the traps. 

Although complete returns have 
not yet been compiled, these are 
some of the Canadian banding 
totals: Saskatchewan 3,656; 
Alberta, 1,219; Manitoba, 900, 

“We are keeping records of 
the age and sex of birds as well 
as their numbers, so that eventu- 
ally we will obtain information on 
population survivals, hunting 
pressures, natural sex ratios and 
the flyways of individual species,”

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Puts Limitation

REGINA, Nov, 26—(CP)—The 
exchequer court of Canada, in 
a decision made public here yes- 
terday, ruled that the federal 
revenue department cannot arbit 
rarily determine a person's tax 
able income for income-tax pur- 
puses and reduced the income tax 
assessment of Harry Dezura, Ayl-

For in- 
stance, the Indians had seen a 
greater number of muskrat and 
beaver houses, more animal tracks 
in the snow. 

Last year was a hard one for 
the Indian trapper when several 
of the fur-bearing animals such 
as lynx, marten, mink and foxes 
“hit the bottom of the fur cygle.” 
Beaver was affected to a lesser 
degree because the Indian affairs 
department had managed to build 
up a stock of beaver in the various 
fur-trapping areas.
